matic method. Japan to be sure, would naturally,, enjoy bette 
credit than Germany because she is on a sounder financia 
footing. Yet until lately, there has been no disposition in Am- 
erica to help Japan in anything, whereas there has always been 
.a strong undercurrent of sympathy for Germany. A whiff of 
scnticnent changes that. And courtesy has a great deal to do 
with sentiment. 


There was no hesitation about lowering the flag on the Jap- 


anese embassy in the time of national mourning. No official 
instructions were needed. Japanese courtesy, as usual, saw 
that the tactful thing was done; regardless of personal feeling 
or red tape or anything else. The German ambassador merely 
exemplified the tactlessness which characterized-German dip- 
lomatic exchangs with this country before and during the 
war. Germany diplomacy has blundered more than German 
militarism. If Germany is to hold her own, 'she must find dip- 
lomats capable of understanding the psychology "-of other 


\peqples and behaving as courteously abroad as they are ex- 


pected to do at home.
